D. C., and after speaking briefly on 
the life and characteristics of the 
late President asked all to stand in 
silence, while W. T. Lawhead, 
sec­ 
retary of the Y. M. C. A. made a 
short prayer. 
Mr. Kennedy, in introducing Mr. 
Jacobs spoke of him as having been 
a practicing attorney in Kansas City 
for the last fifteen years, a member 
of the American Expeditionary Forc­ 
es, and a member of the American 
Legion, as well as an orator of note. 
Mr. Jacobs, who has a pleasing 
personality and is a fluent speaker, 
as well as a learned man, opened his 
talk with a few remarks on the sub­ 
ject of taxation, dwelling on the bur­ 
den of taxation as Imposed upon the 
American people today. Instead of 
being the greatest representative 
democracy in the world today, 
he 
stated, the United States is being 
controlled by Bureaus and Commis­ 
sions, all of which are an expense 
upon the people, and are rendering 
the government itself helpless. The 
change In conditions, he stated, Is 
in his opinion due 
to the 
recent 
world war, which» had caused 
the 
world to depart from sanity, 
and 
brought about strange governmental 
lines. 
The 
Congress 
of

United 
States, he declared, can only do 
eighteen official 
things, 
and 
stili 
there are more than eighteen times 
eighteen kinds of commissions and 
bureaus which have taken over part 
of the duties of this 
body. 
They 
find a pretended need for such a 
bureau, or commission, he 
stated, 
secure passage 
in legislature

measures calling for their existence, 
ask for a small appropriation, but in 
the course of a year or two they 
have large office rooms and are ask­ 
ing for an appropriation of a million 
dollars or so.

Forty million 
people are employed in the United 
States, he declared, and of that num­ 
ber two million are government em­ 
ployes.

KIWANIANS TO HAVE 
DAY AT THE FAIR 


By the Associated Press. 
DOVER, Aug. 7.—Observers who 
were in the small boat that accom 
panled Henry Sullivan of Lowell, 
Mass., on his swim across the Eng 
lish Channel say that in the final 
stages of his great effort the Ameri­ 
can athlete showed a marvelous de­ 
gree of dogged determination. 
Sullivan had the misfortune 
to 
meet one strong tide setting from 
French capes and the captain of the 
accompanying motor lugger estimat­ 
ed that but for this the swim would 
have been accomplished in six hours 
less time. 
As it was, Sullivan per 
formed the feat in 27 hours, 25 min­ 
utes. 
Because of this baffling tide it took 
the swimmer from 6:15 o’clock yes­ 
terday until 8:05 o’clock last night 
to make the last six miles of his jour­ 
ney. 
The trouble was due to the 
flood tide wiiich 
was 
running two 
hours behind its normal schedule. 
The last twelve hours of the swim 
proved to bo a tremendous endurance 
test. At 8 o'clock yesterday morning 
the pier at Calais was a little over 
three miles ahead, but for the next 
two hours, the swimmer’s relative 
position to the land was unchanged. 
Then the tide set off the coast and 
Sullivan was forced to make a great 
fight to retain his advantage. 
When Sullivan first felt bottom, he 
attempted to stand but staggered as 
though intoxicated, and one of the 
crew jumped from the boat up to his 
waist in water. 
“I don’t want any help," cried Sul­ 
livan. 
"I'll finish this myself!” He 
staggered ashore. 
A scene of wild enthusiasm follow­ 
ed on the part of the crowd and ev­ 
eryone wanted to help carry to the 
Casino the first American ever to ac­ 
complish the channel swim. 
Inci­ 
dentally, it was just as well they did 
not, as his body was covered with 
grease. 
Sullivan’s first food when he reach­ 
ed the 
Casino was 
a dish of Ice 
cream. 
He later took a little soup. 
Only once during the nearly 28 
hours he was in the water did Sulli­ 
van take nourishment and, then he 
ate an egg and drank some milk. He 
was a little sick during the early 
stages of the journey. He drank hot 
water, which immediately relieved 
him. 
He chatted all the way with 
the occupants of the boat and was 
apparently little distressed at any 
time. Sullivan swam nearly fifty-six 
miles although 
the 
distance from 
point to point as an airplane makes 
the trip is only approximately 22% 
miles.

heretic on the old protective tariff sys­ 
tem." 
That Governor Preus was defeated in 
the election spells nothing in this connec­ 
tion for the man who beat him thinks even 
less of the tariff as it now is than does 
Preus.
